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While today’s cliffdweller is for- 
saking his city apartment for a 
home in Suburbia, one bird is 
reversing the trend, says Boston’s 
Museum of Science. 

It’s the handsome but little known 
nighthawk, a bird that has takenits 
country habits and adapted themto 
city life. 

Like many a city resident, the 
nighthawk is often heard by its 
neighbors but seldom seen. You've 
probably heard one yourself on 
many a warm summer evening. 
Next time you walk down a city 
Street, listen for a plaintive nasal 
call, like a high-pitched ‘tpeent’?. 
Look up quickly and you may seea 
bird with long pointed wings, dart- 
ing back and forth through the night 
sky catching insects. If the bird is 
large with a two-foot wingspread 
and has a prominent patch of white 
on each wing, then it is certain to 
be a nighthawk. 

Unlike some birds, the nighthawk 
doesn’t seem to mind the noisy con- 
fusion and bright lights of crowded 
areas. There are good reasons for 
its ready adjustment. 

One is that the bright city lights 
attract insects by the thousands,

10 Years Ago — August, 1950 

Rain Tuesday put an end to the 
heavy drought on the Town's water 
Supply at Haggett’s Pond which was 
down 47-1/2 inches below normal 
and from which a record number of 
67,329,000 gallons was pumped 
during July. Although the prolonged 
dry spell of two months was be- 
ginning to be felt in other communi- 
ties where water conservation 
methods were put into effect, the 
Situation here was not considered 
serious. The drop to 47=1/2 inches 
below normal is about a foot lower 
than it was a year ago atthistime. 
The extreme low point last year 
was 57 inches below normal which 
came later in the summer, yet no 
restrictions were placed upon 
sprinkling or other use of water. 

Over 600 members ofSt. Augus- 
tine’s parish joined Tuesday night 
in a testimonial and reception to 
the Rev. Matthew F. MeDonald, 
O.S.A. who on August 2 celebrated 
the 25th anniversary of hisordina- 
tion to the priesthood.

This will give the A uthority and 
the personnel a chance to thorough- 
ly explain the Proposals as they are 
made, and to present the entire 
Proposal to all municipal boards 
and officials wel] before a town 
meeting. 

The firm of Candeub and Fleissig 
has been retained to draw up a 
workable plan = an effort paid for 
by government funds. 

This plan, when completed, is the 
one that will be considered care- 
fully prior to town meeting dis- 
cussion and action.
